The Legion | calls its campaign 
“Operation Vote”. and operational or- 
ders have gone out to all of iis 2000 
branches in Canada, urging them to 
muster their forces for an all-out of- 
fensive against the enemies of dem- 
ocracy—Apathy and Indifference. 

Col. Baxter pointed out that the 
Legion’s membership was composed of 
men and women who had faced: the 
enemies of freedom in time of war 
and helped to preserve our democrat: 
ic way of life. He said that, in spon- 
soring the present campaign, the 
Legion is endeavouring to alert the 
Canadian public, against the dangers 
facing a naton whose citizens become 
indifferent to their democratic res- 
ponsibilities.

WHAT'S SO DIFFICULT ABOUT FAITH 


_ ‘Have you ever noticed that man who, refusing to accept 
certain religious concepts on the ground that he doesn’t un- 
derstand them completely, seldom has the remotest idea what 
makes the windshield wiper work? 

Have you observed that the fellow who argues, “But I 

can’t accept anything so baffling to my intelligence,” has the 
fullest faith in his radio or te , without anything bey- 
ond a sketchy idea of how they what they do? 

Whenever I get into a mood when I feel doubt about any- 
thing in the Bible, I switch myself back onto the track of 
faith by i that no story in it is harder for my mind to 
comprehend than the hundreds of wonders which I accept in 
everyday life as routine. . 

I don’t say, when I hear in a Bronz flat voice from Teharan 
or Mandalay, that what I am hearing is too incredible to be- 
lieve. When I sit in a Connectieut bungalow and a singer out 
in Los Angeles comes into my room by air wave, I never think 
of saying, “That’s too much for me to swallow.” 

* Why should miracles of the Holy Writ-seem hard to take 
when one realizes they were performed by a Man compared to 
Whom we are intellectual pygmies? Nobody contends that 
Marconi, Bell, Edison and Morse were smarter than God. 

I believe in prayer uestioningly. But I think more em- 
‘phate is needed in diodes and home on the quality and 

mood and spirit of prayer. Of all things, certainly, that should 
pe be slipshod, fumbling and hasty, except in an emergency, 
remost among them is a talk with God. 

We all seem to have plenty of time for other things in 
- life No man would think of going into a business confererice, 
for example,, without plenty of careful thought beforehand 
about what he is going to say. What makes us'think that, in the 
matter of prayer, we can take out a few minutes a day for a 

“quickly”, often poorly thought out and poorly executed? 

Prayer is the most selemn and most important act of 
daily life. It rates above all else. It is a “must,” as they say in 
the business world. And while we should do it often, I-don't 
think one can talk with God without infinitely more reverence, 
patience, thought and concentration than one shows when 
talking to a neighbour. 

Certainly, most of my neighbours wouldn’t even notice me 
if I were as casual, abrupt and hurried in what I say to them as 
I sometimes am in. presuming to say. something to my Maker. 
‘ For when you talk with the Creator, that is the one ‘time when 
you are communing with One who cannot: be fooled or im-

ter the profession and the easy life 
that the unscrupulous teacher may 
lead sometimes attracts most undes- 


irable people. They soon become dis-]} 


satisfied in the classroom. Their dis- 
content leads them easily to attribute 
their sufferings to the students. And 
so the, students become the goats. 
Students are very aware of unjustice 
and resent it deeply. Fortunately, I 
think, there are not many such teach- 
ers in our classrooms; 80 we will have 
to look further to esplaln, the studenta’ 
dislike of school. 

y of our young people (resemb- 
ling many adults) like the great out- 
doors, They are by instinct nature 
lovers. They are never so happy as: 
when roaming the woods with a gun 
or casting a line into a brook for fish, 
The name commonly given to such 
‘people is “vagabonds”, which means 
people with a wanderilust and no sete 
tled habitation. 

‘They never accumulate much of this 
worlds wealth, and usually do not wish 
to. To coop them up within four walls 
for five hours a day is to inflict the 
greatest of torture upon them, The 
only type of school that could be at- 
tractive to them would be an out-door 
nature school. 

Again, other students object to the 
authoritarianism that is more or less 
apparent in all schools. They have a 
natural dislike for discipline imposed 
from without.. They have not been 
taught to obey rightful command. 
They so resent a demand made upon 
them that their natural reaction is 
defiance, And students commonly, ex- 
press defiance by disobedience. A very 
capable, judicious teacher may guide 
these . so adroitly that the 
students) are not aware that they are 
carrying out the wishes of the teacher, 
but rather are tollening their own in- 
clinations, 

‘Just how ecciatiol is it that these 
students should be made. to like 
school? I think that most people 
agree that the success a school achiev- 
es is almost in direct proportion to the 
interest that the students take-in it. 
The wise teacher will always consider 
how the students’ ‘interest can be 
aroused; and with this end in view 
will make the classroom 
tivities attractive. But the wise teach- 
er also knows that it is easy to go too 
far in this direction. She knows that 
she is preparing young people for life 
in an imperfect world. She is prepar- 
ing them to perform tasks that are 
often uninteresting, monotonous and 
difficult, She is preparing them for a 
world in which they must accept com- 
mands, not always just, and carry 
them out promptly and (apparently) 
cheerfully. She knows that work can- 
not always be made play. She knows 
that’clashes ot personalities will occur 
and personal enmities tend to develop. 
She knows that it is her business to 
teach people to expect ard accept 
these conditions as natural in our 
social ang economic world. 

So the wise teaher will not be too 
concerned about making school a plea- 
sure house for all her students. The 
vagabond must be made to overcome 
his dislike for a fixed abode and oc- 
cupation if he is to be a useful citizen. 
The defiant student must be made ac- 
customed to accepting authority over 
him or he will go through life with a 
chip on his shoulder antagonizing all 
that he comes in contact with and be- 
ing made miserable in the process. 
The wise teacher may fail in her ob 
jective, but she knows certainly that 
she has failed if she permits these un- 
social tendencies to develop uncheck- 
ed. 

Such a change in the natural inclin- 
ations of children, as is suggested 
above, cannot be made at once. It 
may be a very long process, begun 
slowly in grade one and accentuated in 
succeeding years. But the sooner it ‘is 
started the better, for much more can 
be accomplished during the so-called 
“formative years”. It may detract from 
the attractiveness of school; but if it 
achieves its objective of better prepar 
ing’ our young people for life, it ie 
justifiable.

It might be read for the soul's 
good, It tells of the ‘little officer bhoy’ 
in charge of a draft of timeexpired 
men—seventy-five drunken, ‘rebellious 
scoundrels, spoiling for trouble and all 
too conscious of their rights. It was 
the “officers bhoy’s” decision that it 
was his business to do his job, forget- 


ful of personal davyger or premnt pop- 


ularity, and even at some straining 0} 
the conventions. So he whipped that 
gang of roisterers into the semblance 
of an orderly company. Doing so, he 
maintained his own integrity and 
gained their respect and admiration. 
“It was guts!" said Mulvaney. Guts 
it was. The quality that all men under- 
stand and respect. Isn't it time we 
stopped apologizing for maintaining 
the law? Laws we must have. Respect 
for law we must have.

INSPECTORS ARE 
KEPT BUSY * 

Inspectors of the Dominion Depart 
ment of Agriculture, who check on the 
supplies which farmers use, are busy 
men. Those of the Plant Products Div 
ision inspect a variety of supplies, in- 
cluding seeds, feeds, fertilizers, pest- 
icides, binder, twine, hay and straw, 
and flax fibres. Most of these are stock 
ed by the same déaler and s0, by 
having the same ivepector capable of 
checking all these products, cost of 
inspetion is reduced considerably and 
inspectors do not have to go too far 
afiela from their homes for overlong 
periods. 

But this arrangement meaus that 
inspectors must be right up on the job 
and must net only know the particular 
product but also the regulations gov- 
erning its sale or production as laid 
down under the different Acts. 

Technical developments nave com- 
plicated inspection work and even 
though a university. degree i, neces: 
sary, inspectors must’ study contin 
uously to keep abreast of new develop 
ments to keep ahead of their jobs. 

Exceptionally heavy seasonal de 
mands for such services as fielg in- 
spection of registered and certified 
seed crops, and the grading of hay, 
have to be met by the employment of 
temporary inspectors.

ONION ROOT MAGGOTS, 

Many fine beds of both sets and 
seed onions are destroyed each year 
by maggots which attach the young 
onions’ in late May or during June. 
These insects can be controlled by 
sprinkling a solution of Corrosive ‘Sub- 
limate along the’ onion rows, well wet- 
ting the ground for a distance of three 
inches on each side of the plants, The 
solution is made up by dissolving one 
ounce of corrosive’ sublimate in 10 
gallons of water, Only glass or crock- 
ery dishes can be used to mix in as the 
effect is spoiled if tin or metal pails 
are used. Care must be taken as the

SEED TESTING IN 
GOVERNMENT LABS. . 

Canada is the only country in. the 
world where the sale of.seed for seed 
ing is according to grades. These 
grades, which are mandatory, are es- 
tablished under the Seeds Act of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture. 
They are on the basis of purity, germ- 
ination and quality, and are enforced 


| with the support of eight seed testing 


laboratories, located in various points 
across Canada, saye G. A. Billott, As- 
sociate Chief, Laboratory’ Services, 
Plant Préducts Divisfon.. 

In testing seed samples tor purity 
special machines are used. For in- }. 
stance, one ensures proper mixing; 
another, called a blower, sends a mea- 
sured current of air through the sam- 
ple and carries away poor ano light 
seeds through a glass tube, leaving 
only the sound seeds to be examined. 
This hirle assists the analyst in 
determining the percentage of pure 
seed in th sample. The quantity to be 
examined varies with the kind of seed 

Special eqiipment is also used for 
germination tests. For example, where 
formerly seeds had to be counted by 
hand, a suction plate now picks up 
100 seeds and neatly spaces them on 
a blotting paper ready to be placed 
in the germinator. Seeds are also test- 
ed in sand or soil. At least 200 seeds 
are germinated for each test. Different 
temperatures are required for differ- 
ent. Kinds of seed, and the germinat- 
ing period also varies according to 
the kind of seed. Pre-chilling of seeds 
is sometimes necessary. 

After the purity and germination 
tests are completed the sample is sub 
mitted to.the grader, who examines it 
for quality and appearance, after 
which the grade is determined, 

It will thus be seen that a grade is 
not arrived at,by guess work but 
rather according to definite procedur- 
es. To follow these procedures the 
analyst is aided by a manual entitled 
“Rules for Seed Testing’. 


SHIP ONLY TOP 
GRADE CREAM 

There have been more complaints 
about the price decline for butterfat 
than for any other agricultural pro- 
duct, says D. H. McCallum, Dairy 
Commissioner, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture. Largely responsible for 
this was the fact that cream is mar 
keted twice a week and producers 
were constantly reminded of the low- 
er price, With the guaranteed floor 
price for first grade creamery butter 
effective for another year, no further 
price declines are likely for top grades 
of cream until the end of March, 1960. 
The floor price is 58c per pound basis 
Ontario and. Quebec. : 

Mr. McCallum warns however, that 
gecond and off-grade cream is a drug 
on the: market and will receive very 
poor: prices. Since. consumers prefer, 
buttet substitutes to the poorer grades 
of butter, it is almost impossible to 
market second and third grade, butter. 
The prices for second and off-grade 
cream have reflecte@ this lack of in- 
terest and the result is that some 
¢reameries are now paying 24c less for 
No. .2 than for Special grade, and off- 
grade shows a differential of 3ic. 

Why lose $5.00 to $6.00 on a can of 
eream, asks Mr..McCallum, when by 
following a few simple suggestions 
Special grade can be marketed and 
top prices obtained? The procedure 
suggested by Mr. McCallum is as fol- 
lows: 

1. Milk only clean healthy cows in 
a@ clean atmosphere. — 

2. Keep cows out of weed infested 
fields or allow 3 to 4 hours on a clean’ 
pasture before milking. 

3. Use only well tinned utensils free 


parts of the world. A colour chart 
showing markings on each side of thé 
animal and on the head was ‘found 
quite satisfactory in the case of Hol- 
stein Friesians which are all distinet+ 
ly black and white. Some tried ear 
notching, some firebranding, horn 
branding, hoof marking and nose 
printing. Many types of eartags, neck 
chains, horn locks, were devised. Pho- 
tographing is today an alternative 
thethod ‘used by Canadian Ayrehi 
breeders. While all these systems have 
some individual merits, after trials of 
them all, most Canadian breeds have 
turned to tattooing. : 
Becomes Statutory 

While -identification has always 
been regarded as a very important re- 
quirement for the registration of pure 
bred live stock, the revision of the 
Live Stock Pedigree Act in 1927 was 
the first time it was made a definite 
statutory requirement for all breed 
Associations registering pure bred live 
stock in Canada. It required each As- 
sociation to provide “a practical and 
effective system of identification”. 

At that time many breeds were not 
prepared to do much more than keep 
a more careful record of colour mark- 
ings, but the system of tattooing offer 
ed the most promise, and it is inter- 
esting to note how the use of this 
method has developed. The first class 
of livestock to use this method of iden 
tification was the Silver Fox. In 1920, 
when first organized, all animals in- 
spected and approved were tattooed, 
Possibly due to the inspectors teaching 
a good technique, foxes have been tat- 
‘tooed ever since with no complaints. 
Many breed Associations adopted tat- 
tooing as an optional method of taén- 
tification. In 1927, the Hereford cattle 
breeders adopted tattooing as a reg- 
istration requirem Jerseys were 
‘next In 1980, Guei ys in 1932, goats 
in 1933, Brown Swiss cattle in 1934, 
Ayrshires as an alternative to photo- 
graphy in 19386, Chester White and 
Yorkshire swine in 1937, Shorthorn 
cattle in 1941, Aberdeen-Angus and 
French Canadian cattle in 1942. In 1948 
two newly organized Associations, the 
Canadian Saddle Horse Breeders’ As- 
sociation. and tie National: Chin- 
chilla Breeders adopted tattooing as 
a registration requirement. 

Many breed Associations are stress- 
ing early identification before the ani- 
mal is weaned. In the case of pigs, ani 
mals must be identified by the time 
they are 8 weeks of age. Sheep must be 
tdentified before Septeniber 1 of the 
year of birth. Cattle Associations eith- 
er require identification at an early 
age or place ‘a higher fee on registra- 
tion of older animals. 

Tattooing Experiments 

In order to assist breeds in develop- 
ing improved techniques in tatooing, 
the Science Service of the Department 
of Agriculture in co-operation with 
the Experimental Farms Service and 
Live Stock Registration, has carried 
on much experimental work with tat- 
tooing equipment and pigments. Exper 
Aments on every class of livestock have 
proved ‘conclusively that almost any 
animal may be tattooed successfully 
if the proper technique and right type 


‘lof ink or paste is used. Some 4ifficul- 


ty in reading black tattoos on black 
ears has led to experments with a 
green ink which is proving a very 
clear and permanent marking agent in 
almost all classes of animals, A special 
type of tattoo punch with shallow 


needles has proved most satisfactory | 


for horses. and tattooing is now being 
considered by various horse breed 
Associations as a registration identi- 
fication. ‘ 

With sheep, tattoing is an alterna- 
tive method to eartagging and is in- 
creasing in use. In dogs, tattoing is 
an alternative method to colour des- 
cription. where the latter fails to iden- 
tify one dog from other dogs of the 
same breed for registration. Many pre 
fer it to a removable license tag for 
proving ownership in case the animal 
has been Stolen. 

Accuracy of Records 

Canada-leads most countries in hav- 
ing a purebred taw which requires 
breed associations to have high stand- 
ards for, purebred registration and the 
high quality of her purebreds is rec- 
ognized ‘throughout the world. ‘She 
also leads most countries ‘in having 
the most accurately identified pure- 
bred Hvestock so that the accuracy of 
Canadian livestock oak teats is not 
open to question.

BABY BEEF. VIA THE 
SELF.FEEDER 

A very good method pf producing 
baby beef is to start calves of gdod 
beef breeding, on whole oats or oat 
chop in a self feeder before weaning, 
ahd continue the self-feed mixture 
until the calves are . approximately 
one year old. Some prefer to use whole 
oats firat and after the calves have eat- 
en well to change graduall} to oat 
chop. When the calves are weaned at 
about six months of age they are on 


fa full ration of oat chop, and usually 


éontinue to gain throtigh the wean- 
ing period. In summer the calves may 
well be provided with pagture and in 
winter, or in the absence of pasture, 
hay of good duality is necessary. After 
the calves are well started, barley chop 
may be introduced and gradually in- 
éreased until near the end of the feed- 
ing period when as much.as half bartey 
chop may be used with five per cent 
linseed meal, the latter being also in- 
troduced graf@ually, In fact, any change 
of feea whether mixture or quantity 
should be made slowly to avoid getting 
the ‘valves off their feed. If calves have 
not been acctistomed to feeding, two 
pounds per head per day ia sufficient 
at first.

SHUN POISON IVY— 
ENJOY THE PICNIC 
It’s time for a réminder about poi- 


| son ivy. Many a day’s outing has been 


spoiled by coming In contact with this 
plant. y 

The best preventative measure is to 
learn to recognize poison ivy and not 
to picnic or sit near it. Although it 
generally grows as & trailing vine, or 
as a number of separate plants form- 
ing patches of varying thickness and 
size, it may climb a tree or telegraph 
pole for a considerable height, 

Its leaves are arranged alternately 
on the woody stem with each leaf bear 
ing three leaflets, which may vary in 
size, shape, colour or outline, but will 
always be In threes. Clusters of green- 
ish-yellow fruits about the size of peas 
develop on poison ivy in some loca- 
tions and these fruits generally turn 
white. Poison ivy ile the only common 
plant in Canada having trifoliate leav- 
es and white fruit. 

The-rash which can prove so dis 
tressing to many people is caused by 
coming into contact with the non- 
volatile, sticky substance which is on 
the plant. This substance may remain 
active on gloves, tools, shoes and plie- 
nic baskets for months, Dogs, cats or 
éven smoke from burning ivy can 
transmit the substance.

B.C, All bits of burr comb, old combs, 
and wax cappings, should be gathered 
and stored in a clean covered contain- 
er, They can be rendered down and 
the beeswax reclaimed. Most dealers 
of bee supplies will accept beeswax in 
exchange for bee supplies or will pay 
cash, The bits of beeswax stored up 
_by the beekeeper over a period of time 
will go.a lorig way towards defraying 
operational expenses and will often 
show as clear profit to the wise and 
thrifty beekeeper. 


OVERLOOKED PLACES bn 

According to entomologists of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture, 
one of the. worst breeding places of 
‘clothes moths is often overlooked. If 
there is a hot air furnace, there are 
probably whole colonies of moths in 
its cool air ‘pipes, Moths feed and flour 
ish on the accumulation of lint which 
collects in the pipes. 

A vacuum cleaner with a long ex- 
tension will remove the lint easily, or 
even a long-handled broom will serve. 
The inside of the pipes should then be 


sprayd as far down as possiblé with al, 
household spray containing DDT, or |: 


naphthalene flakes or paradichloro- 
benzene crystals may be scattered in 
the pipes. .

- Dollars are Britain's. largest need, 
Dollars are good anywhere wheras 
sterling can only be used in other soft 
currency areas and they prefer dollars 
, One current proposal to attract 
North American buyers to. British 
gbdods is devaluation of the pound. 

But to this the government gives a 
flat “No” and says the current slatk- 


ening in British exports was expected |- 


and can be overcome. 

But uneasiness persists over both 

these critical factors in tue country’s 
economy. 

The pound at present is valued at 
$4.08. Some proponents of devaluation 
Suggest that a value of $3, a rate at 
which pounds-have been traded on free 
money markets, would reduce the 
prices of exports enough to compete 
favorably in the North American mar- 
ket. 

Some Americans are exerting pres 


,sure on Britain to lower the value of 


the pound. Until Britain eonvinces the’ 
‘world that the pound will retain its 
present value, rumors of devaluations 
will persist. 

This hurts the export drive in the 
United States ‘market. American bus- 
iness men question why they should 


. buy British goods now when, jin a 


tew months, they might get them 
cheaper. 

This attitude tien. beer reflected in 
the decreasing momentum of the drive 
particularly in the United States. At 
the same time sales to Canada have 
been increasing. 

The Board of Trade says the Unit- 
‘ed States market can and must be won 
This can be accomplished, the board 
suggests, if British manufacturers 
lower their prices through reduced 
production costs and by extensive pro 
motion, . 

Harold Wilson, president of. the 
Board of Trade who recently made a 
three-week tour of Canada said last 


. week of the North American market: 


“We have to go there and seh ont 
exactly what the particular b 
quires .. . But above all we’ nee 
‘pecially in these days of ' ay buyer's 
‘market and falling prices, to be able 
to sell at a competitive price. 

‘He said Canada is a land of oppor- 
tunity for British exporters but said 
it was no “cakewalk”. Britain exports 
to Canada at a rate exceeding. £70,000- 
060 a year which still leaves a gap of 
£120,000,000 to be bridged. ' 

“Unless we can make good the gap 
by increased dollar earnings we shall 
_find ourselves not only unable to think 
of buying additional goods from Can: 
ada but unable to go on buying even 
at the present rate.” 

If the. drive is not ‘successful there 
will be shorter food rations and, un- 
employmént. Without hard currency 
food from dollar countries could not 
be imported, Without dollars raw mat- 
erials, which keep mirch of Britain's 
industry rolling, could not be bought) 

The possibility of such dire results 
probably give the government its ag- 
gressive “can and must” attitude to- 
wards winning North America to 
British goods. 


In Paris the conversations between 
three Western powers and Russia on 
the Berlin problem were being carried 
on in, secret sessions at the week-end. 

The most encouraging sign to come 
out of the meeting of Big Four diplo- 
mats js the fact that the meetings are 
continuing. 

Mere restoration of harmony in the 
German capital is not the object of 
the sessions. Both sides believe, with 
apparent sincerity that a way of life 
can be worked out. 

The greatest difficulty in reconcil- 
ing the aims of the two groups with- 
in the Big Four is not the problem of 
how to organize Berlin as a_ single 
city. It is rather the question of wheth 
er any one power can be permitted to
